We do, indeed, 
tenderly sympathize with these portions 
of our.church and our country, where 
the evil of slavery bas been entailed up- 
o1 them ; where a great and most virtu- 
ous part of the community abhor slavery, 
and wish its extermination, as sincerely 
as any others—but where the number of 
slaves, their ignorance, and their vicious 
habits generally, render an immediate 
and universal emancipation inconsistent, 
alike, with the safety and happiness of 
the master andthe slave. With those 
who are thus circumstanced, we repeat 
that we tenderly sympathize.—At the 
same time we earnestly exhort them to 
continue, and, if possible, to increase 
their exertions to effect a total abolition 
of slavery.— We exhert them to suffer no 
greater delay to take place in this most — 
interesting concern, than a regard to the 
publie welfare truly aud indispensably 
demands. et 

‘* As our country has inflicted « most 
grievous injury on the unhappy Africans, .__ 
by bringing them into slavery, we can- 
not, indeed, urge that we should adda 
second injury to the first, by emancipa- 
ting them in such manner as that they 
will be likely to destroy themselves or 
others. But we do think, that our 


country ought to be governed ip this mat- 


ter, by no other consideration than en 
honest andimpartial regard to the hap- 
piness of the injured party ; uninfiuen- 
ced by the expense er inconvenience 
which such a regard may involve. We 
therefore warn all who belong to our de- 
nomination of christians, against unduly 
extending this plea of necessity ; against 
making it a cover for the love & practice 
of slavery, or a pretence for not using ef- 
forts that are lawful and practicable, te 
extinguish the evil.

A BRIEF SKEVCH OF THE BIS- 
TORY OF MISSIONS. 
[CONTINUED | 
PROPAGATION OF THE GosPEL 1N THE 
East INDIES BY THE Baptiste. 

“luis undertaking had ith origin a- 
morgst the evurches of the Northamp- 
toustire and Leicestershire Association. 
On June 3d, 1784, at the Association 
et Nottingham, it was agreed to holda 
prayer-meeting for the general spread 
of the gospel on the evering of the firet 
Monday in every month. Ja this prayer- 
meetings Christians of other connexions, 
denominations, aud countries soon uni- 
ted, and continue to unite to this day. 

** About three years after this, Mr. 
Carey was ordained pastor of the 
church at Moulton, and joined the As- 
sociation. His mind from an early pe- 
riod seems to have been impressed with 
the state of the heathen world. In re- 
ference to this object he made himself 
acquainted with the geography, popula- 
tien, and religion of the various nations 


of the earth; and with the labours of 


Christians. both of early and later ages, 
in propagating the gospel. He also ac- 
quired some considerable knowledge of 
the Jearned languages. The subjec: 
having occupied so much of his atten- 
tion, he would often converse upon it 
with other ministers. At length, after 
having been seven years engaged in 


praying for the spread ef the gospel, 
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| they ought to do spmething else as well 
as pray. ‘lwo sermons by Mr. Sut. 
cliff and Mr. Fulier, the one on Jealousy 
for the Lord of Hosts, and the other oa 
The pernicious wifluence of delay, made 
some rinpression.

Carey’s Inquiry ins 
lo the obligations of Christians to use 
means for the conpersion of the heathen, 
A very impressive sermon was also 
preached by Mr. Carev atthe Notting- 
bam Association on Lion’s enlargemen} 
and a pungent Circular Letter, writtes 
on Godly Zeal, by Mr. Ryland ‘The 
result was, that on October 2d, the 
same year, (1792) a Society was form- 
ed at Kettering for the propagation of 
the gospel among the heathen; avd Joke 
Rs land, Reynold Hogg, William Carey, 
John Sutclitf, and Andrew Fuller, cho- 
sen as a Committee to carry the object 
into execution. 

“Atthat time we knew of no org 
part of the heathen world that was more 
accessible and eligible than another: all 
thal the Committee seemed to have te 
do therefure, was to pray*for divine di- 
rection, and watch for the openings of 
providence. Ian about six weeks they 
were informed that Mr. Jobn Thomas, 
who had beeo over to Bengal in the 
character ofa surgeon, and had there 
learned the language, and begun te 
preach the gospel to the natives, wag 


fund fora mission to that country, and 


league to returo with bim to the work. 
This concurrence of events was consid- 
ered as providential; and after further 
inquiries concerning Mr. Thomas, and 
much conversation with him, it was re- 
solved that he aad Mr. Carey should ge 
out as missionaries from this Society. 

** Having but a few months to exe- 
cute this resolution, applications were 
made for assistance to ministers & con- 
| gregations in different parts of the kings 
dom; who tothceir honour, and our en- 
couragement, amply supplied our wants.

MISSION TO JERUSALEM. 

In the year 1813 the American Board 
of Commissioners for foreign Misssiong 
established a Mission to Jerusalem, and 
ap po uted the Rev. Levi Pursons& Mr Pili.

for Asia, determining to spend some time 
in Smyrna or in sume of the adjacent 
Greek Islands, for the purpose of Jearn- 
ing the modern Greek and ‘Turkish lan.
